An accidental exchange of overcoats 


at a local n-stauraut one evening re-

act! by that siiuple act cwndeamed a Very 
estimable gentleman to four years of 
acute mental torment and started anoth- 
er individual, considerably less estU&able, 
oa a road that led eventually to a sui- 
cide's grave. The funny part about it 
was that the garcon didn't know either 
man from Adam's bouse cat. If he had 
been told later on of the trouble he caus- 
ed, he would probably have had a strok* 
of apoplexy. I remember being tolJ that 
he was rather fat. 


I am something of a student of causa- 


tion," continued the old lawyer, ''and J 
have frequently amused myself by trac- 
ing out the extraordinary consequences 
of some apparently trivial incident. It is 
nearly always the shifting of a pebble 
that brings down the avalanches of social 
life, and in this case—hut I will briefly 
sketch the facts, and you may draw your 
own conclusions. 


"Tbe fat garcon, as a matter of course, 


bung the hats over the wrong garments, 
and a few minutes afterward a young 
fellow -who had just finished his dinner 
got tip and walked off with another man's 
overcoat. By an odd coincidence it was 
so-much like his own that he wore it for 
a week without discovering the change. 
Then one day he felt in the inside pocket 
and pulled out several letters that were 
strange to him.

Suffice it to say 
that they put him in possession of certain, 
facts, partly of a commercial and partly 
of a personal nature, that spelled abso- 
lute ruin for the man whom they con- 
cerned. 


"As I have already hinted, the young 


person who stumbled into this informa- 
tion was not a very estimable character, 
but he had plenty of nerve and shrewd- 
ness, and he began at once to plan how 
he could turn his discovery into cash. 
Meanwhile the other fellow, who was a 
quiet, middle aged business man, had 
failed to observe that he "was wearing 
somebody else's coat. I may say right 
here 'that he never found it out and died 
in ignorance of a fact that might have 
saved him an infinite deal of worry. 


"The young man with the incriminat- 


ing letter was afraid to act personally, 
because he was in rather a ticklish posi- 
tion himself, owing to nuqyjrous shady 
transactions in tbe past, and his victim 
might easily have turned the tables ujlon 
him. 
So he made a tool of a miserable 


old drunkard, who had once been a law- 
yer, and they proceeded to put on the 
screws, Tho business man had missed 
the letters, of course, but he hadn't the 
faintest idea of how he had lost them 
and imagined that they had been stolen 
out cf his coat at his office, and that 
theory, by the way, resulted in the abrupt 
discharge of several entirely innocent 
and unsuspecting employees. 


"When the ex-shyster approached him, 


he promptly flew into a panic and paid 
the first installment of blackmail almost 
without a protest. 
"What followed was 


somewhat commonplace," said the old 
lawyer musingly, "and I will merely 
skeletonize it. In a year or so the ex- 
shyster succumbed to prosperity, com- 
plicated with jimjaras, and the man with 
the letters had to get a new catspaw. He 
picked up a queer looking character who 
had been a sort of horse doctor and all 
around fakir. This fellow knew nothing 
of the facts, but merely acted as a go be- 
tween and used to appear at intervals 
with a card on which a certain amount 
would be scrawled in pencil. 


•'It seems incredible, but this went on 


for three solid years. Then one day the 
victim got desperate and did what he 
should have done at first. He came over 
to my office and made a clean breast of 
the whole affair. 
I took the bull by the 


hums. To begin with, I quietly got out 
a warrant for the fake veterinary, .and 
when he appeared I gave him 30 seconds 
to furnish the name of his principal. That 
secured, I swore out a second warrant 
and went after the young man myself. 
" 'I want those documents,' I said, 'and 


also your signature to this confession.' 
He blustered a good deal, but my bluff 
was the stronger, and inside of 15 miu 
utes I had what I came after. He told 
me he had found the letters on the floor 
of the postoffice, and I let it go at tha!. 
But I warned him that any future at- 
tempts at extortion would result in his 
instant arrest. 


"There the story proper ends, but there 


is one thing to add—namely, how I 
found out the truth about the overcoats. 
It was very simple. 
My blackmailing 


gentleman had become a good deal of a 
wreck during his years of successful oper- 
ation, and not long after I put a period 
to his little game his former victim died. 
That destroyed any lingering hopes he 
may have had of renewing the squeeze, 
nnd he came to my office one day and of- 
fered to tell me exactly how he securec 
the letters if 1 would give him euougl: 
vuonoy to go to Chicago. For the sake o1 
clearing the matter up I accepted the 
proposition, and he related the incident 
of the cafe. It is undoubtedly true. He 
drifted north with the money I gave him 
got on a tremendous spree aud killed him- 
self by jumping out of a window*"—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

ours by conquest, while Cuba has its 
status lixed by the Teller resolution In 
the act declaring war against Spain. 
Under that resolution 
the United 


States disclaims auy intention of <?xer- 
dsiijg sovereignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol over the island of Cuba except for 
ihe pacification thereof, and when that 
is accomplished the government of the 
island should be turned over to its own 
people. 
That solemn declaration is 


binding on our government and, In my 
opinion, will be and should be rigidly 
adhered to. 


"The expenditure of treasure and 


blood, the dead American soldiers and 
iqiiors, the geographical location of the 
island, the large interests held by the 
Americans, Spanish, English, German, 
French and indeed the Cubans them- 
selves, demand that the island should 
i>ot only be pacified, but be permanent- 
ly pacified. 
The pledge of the United 


States does not demand that American 
control or supervision be absolutely 
withdrawn if the United States from 
evidence before the proper department 
believes that the Cubans will fight 
among themselves before or shortly 
after tbe American soldiers now In Cu- 
ba stack their musketa on American 
sol}.

I engaged in an east side factory for 
>2M a week because I was un-killed. 
but I aui still working at the same 
•wages. 
I g*"t up at 5 o'clock in ihe 


morning. There is no heat ia the house 
where 1 board. Viiere are other girls 
5n the house, aiid each OIK- of us ban 
some part of the work to do. 


\Yhen I go to the kin-hen, I scrub the 


floor. Then 1 run back to my room, 
put on my other dress, comb niy hair, 
run back and get breakfa.st ami then 
walk to the factory. 
The boarding 


house is near the factory, and 1 save 
lo cents a day in car fare. I aui at the 
faciory by 7 o'clock. J am iired vvht-n 
I begin, but 1 do not think of it any 
more than I can help. 


At the noon hour I go to dinner. 


Factory girls do not have luncheon. 
When I go to dinner I also help wait 
upon others and do a few chores, after 
which I hurry back to the factory. It 
is hurry, hurry, hurry. 


At G o'clock the day's work at the 


factory is over and, weary enough, I 
go back to the boarding house. 


After supper the dishes are to wash 


and put away, and some work Is done 
to make ready for breakfast. 


One morning in the week I get up 


before 5 o'clock and do my laundry 
before breakfast, for a factory girl 
who works "for $2.50 a. week must 
wash and iron her own clothes. There 
is just one thing in this which helps 
to lighten the burden—a factory girl 
does not have many clothes, so the 
wvshing- is light. I do my ironing in 
the evening after supper. I do my 
patching whenever I can. When Sun- 
day comes I am almost too tired to go 
to church. I wonder why some kind 
hearted church people do not send us 
a preacher to the boarding house once 
a mouth and some music. 


I have never been to a theater but 


once in four years. I have but one 
dress in -which to appear when I go 
out on Sunday for a walk. I have had 
it four years. A factory girl's dress 
costs about 4 cents a yard, her stock- 
ings 10 cents, her shoes 50 cents or 
less. 1 nave no gloves bnt a pair of 
mittens. Whatever we wear is out of 
style. That is why we wear bargains. 
Everything a factory girl wears comes 
from a bargain counter. It. took me 
nearly six months to save 115- $3, with 
which I have got a jacket. My hat 
costlS cents, and I have another which 
I wear on Sunday. It cost me §1. 


I have about GO cents a week on 


which to dress myself after I have 
paid for actual necessities. 


The room where I sleep, sew and 


sometimes read has several beds in it. 
Two of us sleep in one bed. In an- 
other there are three. 


Do I ever think of having a home 


for myself? Sometimes tlie thought 
comes to me. but I put it away. TVhat 
chance is there for a factory girl ever 
to get a home?—Annie Smith in New 
i'ork World.

The board of education asked the 


corporation counsel if such contracts 
would be legal, and he reported they 
would not on the ground that such a 
clause would bo unconstitutional, be- 
cause it wofllfcj prevent competition in 
bidding and fwould tend to create and 
recognize a, privileged class. 
Such 


contracts w,«ouia be TOid beyond ques- 
tion, he saj^s. The corporation counsel 
concludes: 


"But ev/en if there was no such pro- 


vision ia the city charter the power to 
•'iscriminate in favor of union labor, 
eitber by the court of common council 
or the board of education, is beyond 
the authority or scope of either board, 
whether acting together or separately, 
because It interferes with 'the discre- 
tionary power which, is vested in the 
different departments of the city gov- 
ernment in making contracts, as ir 
effectually tics their hands and pre- 
vents, their availing themselves of op- 
porttrnities 
to 
ma3ce advantageous 


agreements in behalf of the city, and 
any, taxpayer, under these circum 
stajices, would have a right to /nijoin 
the city from consummating s'uch a 
conitract. 


*"This very question, whether a city 


has a_ right in making contracts to dis- 
criminate in favor of union men, has 
been decided by a number of courts, 
and in every case the court has decid- 
ed against such a right."

good as the one preached in Judiea IS 
centuries ago by Jesus. A certain 
weekly that hails from New I'ork city 
contains an editorial in the issue of 
March 9 .which in forms most em- 
phatic again places that modern gos- 
pel on a level with the old one, and 
all because the former exhorts the 
rich people to occasionally drop a mil- 
lion dollars or so for some public pur- 
pose out of every ten or more millions 
piled up and snatched from the wealth 
producers under laws of monopoly 
and injustice, and hence piratical in 
the highest degree. 


The gentleman who stands for his 


'•Gospel of Wealth" recognizes that to 
bequeath large sums in favor of wives 
and children is often injurious to them, 
hence it is better to scatter the wealth 
in charitable purposes. 
Ah! So it is 


dangerous for some to have great 
wealth, and yet it is all right for some 
to pile it up in hundreds of millions! 
And what about the social system un- 
der which tne piling process goes on? Is 
that all right? That "Gospel of Wealth" 
does not say anything about it. That 
alone proves its own incompleteness, 
its own force. That alone condemns 
the "Gospel of Wealth" as one of the 
greatest aberrations of the wise and 
the powerful—wise after their own con- 
ceits, powerful because of the oppres- 
sions of a wrong industrial 
system 


which repudiates the. order of God's 
universe and all principles of human 
brotherhood. 


Social banditism on a scale never 


seen before, legalized by human enact- 
ments, by agreements 
in 
legislative 


halls, agreements among rcen who 
don't know and don't want to know 
anything about 
conscience, 
human 


duty, love toward all, peace on earth 
or anything else; social banditism 
and 
charity 
or philanthropy 
with 


which to hide the gangrene of a vitiat- 
ed social organization — there we have 
the alpha and omega of the modern 
gospel of wealth, a gospel which is 
bound to destroy civilization and is de- 
stroying it as fast as it can or else 
preparing a reaction with which to 
save civilization from its own excesses 
KS soon as we have enough brave rr-un 
to stand '"by right and truth, by the 
gospel of Jesus. 


And what did Jesus say to that rich 


man who wanted to know how to 
have eternal life? As that fellow was 
satisfied with his own righteousness 
and could see nothing wrong in the 
social fabric that gave him piles of 
wealth, while the producers of all 
wealth got simply piles of poverty, 
taken all in all under such peculiar 
mental conditions Jesus could only 
find a remedy for that dreadful sick 
rich man, sick in mind and soul, tbe 
worst kind of sickness we can have. 
The remedy was that he should get 
rid of all his wealth right off and 
should stunt! by the !>rotbcr!?GCc! rtf 
men— that is, by tbe sound, honest, 
social conditions embodied in tbe gos- 
pel of Jesus. That was the spirit of 
Jesus' answer, to abandon all wealth, 
or, rather, all desires for wealth accu- 
mulation, and to work not for the con- 
tinuation of injustice in wealth pro- 
duction and distribution, but for con- 
ditions which would give wealth to 
all, and hence practically wealth to 
no one, because what is wealth to- 
day but the power to keep most men 
in poverty? 


It looks, then, as If there was con- 


siderable difference between the gos- 
pel of Jesus and that farcical gospel 
of wealth approved by our modern 
plutocracies. And the worst is that 
such plutocracies control tbe sordid 
spirit of churches and nations. The 
weekly above mentioned approving 
the gospel of wealth is principally 
controlled by an eminent divine. Most 
or such eminent fellows seem to be 
sold to Mammon in our'days of aber- 
ration, In politics, religion, industrial- 
Ism, 
etc. 


Never mind, wrong cannot last for- 


ever. Sooner or later it must perish 
through Its own excesses. In 
the 


mcnnwhile there Is a great work that 
somebody must try to do— the work of 
reasoning through correct processes, 
with but one grand aim In view— viz, 
to place civilization on a basis that 
should make life worth -living to -all 
nn<1 not a mad hunt after wealth as it 
Is today.

After the publication (in 1S40) of Stephens' 
account of his visit to I lie ruins, which 
inndc them known for tho first time to 
the world, the interest awakened by hia 
graphic description and the drawings that 
accompanied it from the skillful pencil of 
Catherwood rolapsed, and until within 
the last decade writers on the subject of 
American nrchieology were dependent en- 
tirely for information concerning Copai> 
upon tho writings of Stephens, which w<-r« 
regarded by many with skepticism and 
mistrust. Xot only do the recent explorst- 
tious confirm the account given by Ste 
phens as regards tho magnitude and impor- 
ts uce of the ruins, hue the collection of 
relics now in the Peabody museum is suttl- 
cienc to convince the most skeptical that 
here are the remains of a city, unknown 
to history, as remarkable and as worthy 
of our careful consideration as any of tha , 
ancient centers of civilization in the old ' 
world. 


Whatever the origin of its people, this 


old city is distinctly American, the growth 
of American soil and environment. The 
gloomy forest, tho abode of monkeys and 
jaguars, which clothed the valley at the 
time of Stephens' visit, was in great part 
destroyed about 80 yenrs ago by a colony 
from Guatemala, which canto to plant in 
the fertile soil of the valley the tobacco for 
which, much inoro than for the ruins. 
that valley is famous throughput Central 
America today. l?he trees-thkt grew upon 
the higher structures were left, forming 
ft picturesque grove, a remnant of which 
still remains — a few cedars and eeibas of 
gigantic proportions clustered about the 
ruins of the temples, shrouding them in 
a somber shade and sending their huge 
roots into tho crevices and unexplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of the 
vast edifices. 


The area comprised within the limits of 


tho old city consists of a level plain seven 
or eight miles long and two miles wide at 
tho greatest. This plain is covered with 
tho remains of stone houses, doubtless tho 
habitations of the wealthy. Tbe streets, 
squares and courtyards were paved with 
stone or with -white cement' made from 
lime and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered 
canals and underground sewers built of 
gtono and cement. On the slopes of the 
mountains, too, arc found numerous ruins, 
and oven on tbe highest peaks fallen col- 
umns and ruined structures may be seen. 


On tho right bank of the Copan river, 


\n the midst of the city, stands the princi- 
pal group of structures — the temples, pal- 
acos and buildings of a public character. 
Thcso form part of what has been called, 
for want of a bettor name, the main struc- 
ture — avast, irregular pile rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of masonry and 
terminating in several great pyramidal 
elevations, each topped by the remains of 
a temple which, before our excavations 
were begun, looked like a huge pile of 
fragments bound together by th* roots of 
trees, while the slopes of tho pyramids and 
tbe terraces and pavements below are 
strewn with the ruins of these superb edi- 
flcns. 


This huge structure, unlike the great 


pyramids of Egypt and other ancient 
works of a similar character, is not the 
embodiment; of a definite idea, built in ac- 
ronlunco with ti preconceived plan and foi 
a spcciilc purpose, but is rather the coin- 
plus result of a long process of develop- 
ment, corresponding to tho growth of 
culture, und keeping pace with the ex- 
panding tastes of the people or the de- 
mands of their national life. Its sides 
face the four cardinal points ; its greatest 
length from north to south is about 300 
feet, and from east to west it measured 
originally nearly as much, but a part of 
tho eastern side has been carried away by 
tho swift current of the river which flows 
directly against it. Tho interior of tho 
structure is thus exposed in tho form of a 
cliff 120 high, presenting a compHoated 
system of buried walls and floors down to 
tho water's edge — doubtless the remains of 
older buildings, occupied for n time, and 
abandoned to sorvo us foundations for 
more elaborate structures. Kxoavations 
have also brought to light, beneath tho 
foundations of buildings now occupying 
the surface, not only tho filled chambers 
and broken walls of older structures, but 
sculptured monuments as well. Tho theory 
oi' development, though it cannot be set 
aside, 6«cm3 inadequate to explain this 
curious circumstance, and yet there is just 
enough difference between these art relics 
and those of latordate to indicate n change 
in stylo nnd treatment. Whether or not 
this change continues Jn regular sequence 
lower down has not yet been determined. 
If, as I win inclined to believe, we shall 
2nd, away down in tho lower levels, the 
rudo beginnings from which tho culturu 
•)f the later period developed, we sha'l 
have pretty conclusive evidence not only 
that Copau is tho oldest of the Muyu cities, 
but that' tho Copan valley itself, with tho 
Immediate vicinity, was the cradle of thu 
Muyn civilization.

half by reason,of-the unsettled condi- 
tions in that country. 


The total exports to the Hawaiian Is- 


.ands in the uscal year 19i>0 were $13,- 
500.000 and to Porto Itic-o over "$4.500,- 
000, a total of more than $18,000,000. 
The shipments to Porto Rico in the 
resent fiscal year show a large in- 


crease over last year, and presumably 
:hose to Hawaii have also increased, 
but as neither of these is included in 
the export figures of our foreign com- 
merce it is apparent that more than 
£0.uOO,000 of actual shipments from 
our ports iu the fiscal year 1901 will 
not be included in the general state- 
ueut of exports to foreign countries. 
When to this is addsd the further fact 
hat the exports to China, which in tbe 
ast fiscal year were over $15,000,000 in 
value, have.be,en temporarily cut down 
one-half, it is apparent that the year's 
figures of exports to foreign countries 
will not fnrnlsh a fair or just basis for 
comparison or for measurement of the 
general growth of our export trade. 


Xenrly a, Million Increase. 


The total exports for the eight 


months ending with February, 1901, 
show an increase of more than $95.- 
000.000 over last year, but those of 
manufactures alone show but a slight 
ncrease, and there is reason to believe 
that the recorded total of manufac- 
tures for the full fiscal year will, for 
:he above stated reasons, fall some- 
what below that of the preceding year, j 
This is due to tbe fact that a large 
proportion of our exports to Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and China are manufac- 
tures and that the apparent reduction, 
for the reasons above explained, In the 
Hawaiian and Porto Rican figures and 
the real reduction in the exports to 
China by reason of temporary condi- 
tions therefore relates almost exclu- 
sively to the class of exports designat- 
ed as manufactures. 
Another condi- 


tion which has a tendency to reduce 
the total value of exports of manufac- 
tures is found in the fact that prices 
of manufactured articles in many 
cases have fallen because of the re- 
duction in the cost of the raw ma- 
terial from which they were produced 
and that the exportation of an equal 
or even' gjreater quantity supplies a. 
smaller figure in the statement of val- 
ues-by which the export movement is 
necessarily measured. 


It is quite probable, In view of the 


facts above outlined, that the record 
of exports of domestic manufactures 
in the fiscal year 1901 may show an 
apparent reduction, though the fact 
that more than 920,000,000 worth of 
actual shipments from our ports which 
were formerly counted 
as

commerce no longer appear in these 
statements will account for the reduc- 
tion, which will thus be more apparent 
than real.
